Many 
tokens were struck privately in the late 1700’s when the government of 
George III refused to strike anymore. There were many merchant tokens 
and many were struck in fantasy, similar to government strikes, but with 
incorrect wording, wrong dates, etc.-the date of 1777 is wrong for 
George II. Also there were many counterfeits, All collectible. 


2/MORELIA (Oval). Mr. Schimmel! attributes this token to Mexico and 
writes that in the late 1800’s several towns in the states of Michoacan 
and Veracruz struck their own necessity money. Morelia is the capital 
city of Michoacan and the token was likely struck there. The numeral 
of value ‘2’ means two reales (equal to 25¢.) This denomination is com- 
mon on Mexican tokens.

When this store did exist, it was a branch store of 
the original ‘Grygla Co-operative Co.’ of Grygla, Minn. The Grygla, 
Minn. store is still in operation today. They also used a set of tokens 
alum, round 5¢, 10¢, 25¢, 50¢ and $1.00 and also a brass round $5.00 to- 
ken. ‘Carmel Dept.’ on the octagon tokens indicated the branch store at 
Carmel, Minn. where these tokens were used. There is a set of these to- 
kens, 5¢, 10¢, 25¢, 50¢ and $1.00 and all are aluminum, octagonal.
